A very interesting case was brought 
up at the court on Monday morning 
last, inspector B icher presiding. The 
prosecutor being A. P. Macdonald, of 
Culeman, and the defendant being A.

It appears that a bull, which had 
been feasting on A. FP. Macdonald’s 
hay for quite a while, was on Satur- 
day, 8th inst., corraled and. Mr. Mae- 
donald advertised for the owner, On 
last Friday evening Mr. Macdor 
went in search of some horses, leaving 
the bull safely corraled; but when 
retnrning to the ranch, about thirty 
minutes afterwards, he discovered 
that three bars of the corral en- 
trance were down and the bull gone. 
He tracked the bull west and soon 
found it driven along by Mr. McCrea. 
Mr. Macdonald immediately came’ to 
town and informed the police of what 
had taken vlace. A corporal and Mr, 
Macdonald hurried off towards Blair- 
more and overtook A. F, McCrea who 
was driving the bull to Blairmore, in 
company with some, other cattle. 
When overtaken, Mr. McOrea said 
that the bull belonged to himself, or, 
rather, it belouged to his wife. He 
stated that he did not find the bull in 
the corral, and he refused to settle Mr. 
Macdonald’s claims. Mr. McCrea was 
therefore summoned to appear in 
court on Monday. 

Mr. Macdonald claims that the bull 
could not have taken three bars from 
the carrol so as to pass through but 
that they must have been taken down 
by some human being, while Mr 
McCrea says that he knows nothing 
about how the bars came down, and 
that he found the bull outside of the 
corral, This, howeyer, remains to be 
proven. 

It developed in court that Mr. 
McCrea has kept about twenty head 
ot cattle all through the winter with 
“not even a pound of hay” to feed 
them on; they having spent their 
whole time between Blairmore and 
Coleman. 

After much examination the court 
adjourned to meet again on Tuesday 
morning next.

EARTHQUAKE . 
SHOCKS 


Make People Think That the End 
of the World Is Nearing-- 


First Shocks in History

‘Winnipeg, May 19.—That it was 
safe froin earthquakes has been the 
fixed idea of the Canadian prairie west 
until Saturday evening last when seis- 
mic disturbances were recorded of 
practically over 1000 square miles of 
territory, from the foot of lake Winni- 
peg, in the east to southern Alberta, 
lying under the shadow of the Rockies, 
and running from the heart of the 
state of Montana as far north as tele- 
graphic wires have been carried. 
Shocks appear to have been most 
severe along the main line of the C. P. 
R. between Brandon and Medicine 
Hat but without recording instru- 
ments available, comparative severity 
is at best but guess work, and the 
noteworthy feature is that the larger 
centers report the worst disturbances, 
apparently because they were niost 
severely felt in high buildings. 

In Brandon temporary damage was 
done to the lighting plant and the 
same occured at Woseley where the 
well of the lighting plant caved in just 
before the shock, plunging the town 
in darkness. At Grenfell the shock 
was so severe that horses travelling on 
the road had difficulty in keeping 
their feet. In Winnipeg, at Saska- 
toon, at Regina, Moose Jaw, Medicine 
Hat and other places people rushed 
wildly out of their houses expecting 
worse to follow and it is reported in at 
least one city that they expected the 
end of the world had come. Curious, 
too, itis reported. from Regina that 
the buildings most shaken there was 
the best. constructed building of steel 
and reinforced concrete, while other 
buildings, with perhaps more give and 
take, withstood the shock well.

rumbling as of thunder was reported 
to have immediately preceded the 
shocks, which generally lasted 20 
seconds, from two or four in number 
at 22.17 central time, though one 
locality reports a final shock about 
midnight. 

It is not too much to say that the 
event has astounded the west. Noth- 
ing else is talked abouc. Prof. Allen 
of Manitoba university encourages the 
belief that it has never happened be- 
fore and uwnay never happen again. 

Further reports as to the earthquake 
which occured in the west Saturday 
night confirm the impression that the 
disturbance was confined to the south- 
ern part of the prairie country. Noth- 
ing was felt at Vancouver nor any- 
where on the Pacific coast, Calgary 
being the most westerly, point at 
which there was a tremor and there it 
was just barely perceptible. At the 
eastern end the disturbance did not 
spread beyond’ Winnipeg. Southerly 
it extended into Minnesota and 
northerly to Prince Albert, but at 
both of these extremes the shock was 
slight. 

Moose. Jaw and Regina were the 
center of the disturvances, No 
damage was done anywhere. A 
second, shock has evidently occured 
through some parts of the country. 
The shock was felt in Montana and 
was recorded on the seismograph at 
Toronto, but does not seem to affected

PEARLS IN AUSTRALIA 


FISHING FOR GEMS IS A GROW. 
ING INDUSTRY. 


Shelis Rather Than Pearls Are the 
Source of the Big Fortunes Amass- 
ed by Men Who Gather the Jewels 
Off the Coast of Queensland— 
Malays and Japanese Do Most of 
the Diving. 


Australasian pearl fishers make 
their fortune more by the shells they 
gather than the pearls they find. The 
Australian pearl is riot to be com- 
pared with the Oriental; it is too 
pale and lacks the beautiful sheen, 
as a rule, of the latter. The Apstra- 
lian pearl-shell, on the other ‘hand, is 
most valuable,. while the — Oriental 
shell is worthless, or practically so. 
Australian shells are large and thick, 
while Oriental shells are small and 

in, ’ 

i. Island is the great centre 
of the pearling industry in Australia, 
but this extends pretty well all round 
the coast of Queensland, and Dam- 
pier Land, on the desolate northwest 
coast of the continent, is also famous 
for its trade in this respect. Of course, 
it is because of the mother-of-pearl 
lining that the shells are valuable. 
This iridescent lustre is due to the 
minute undulations of alternate lay- 
ers of carbonate of lime and mem- 
brane. The rough outer coat of the 
shell is scraped away, and the moth- 
er-of-pearl is then ready to be cut 
into knife-handles, mirror frames, etc. 

All round York Peninsula—that fin- 

er-like projection in the’ north of 

ueensland—and upon the numerous 
islands without the Great Barrier 
Reef, pearling stations abound. On 
the edge of the tropical jungle the 
little settlement is built, the station 
house, long and low, with a broad 
verandah, occupying some knoll or 
half-way up the slope of a hill,. and 
looking down upon the store sheds 
and boat sheds and the Kanakas’ hut 
and kitchen. ; 

Pearl shells are worth anything 
‘around $1,000 a ton at Thursday Is- 
land, at Broome, in Dampier Land, 
or at any Australian port, and if sent 
direct to other countries they_ are 
worth as much as $1,450 a ton. From 
400 to as many. thousand shells go to 
the ton, according to size. The best 
Australian sheHs are the black and 
gold-tipped, and many tons of these 
are annually exported. Of ‘course, 
what pearls are found are 80 much 
extra value, needless to say; and 
stones are sometimes found worth 
$10,000 and more. Pearls worth $1,000 
or $1,500 are not uncommon. — 

For the greater part, the pearling is 
carried on by pearling companies 
that run fleets of boats, but there are 
many private individuals engaged in 
the Industry. A fair amount of capi- 
ital is required to start in it—$5,000 or

small schooner, lugger or yawl, stock 
jt, and hire a Malay or Japanese div- 
er, and a small crew of Kanakas 

Much of the diving is still done by 
Malay or Kanaka “‘boys” in the pri- 
mitive garb of Nature, jumping in 
feet first from the side of a small boat, 
and then swimmine ‘@the bottom of 
the sea; "rem. for a min- 
ule or a minute ana & half. 

An expert diver of the latter class 
demands as much as $750 advance 
money and $100 on each ton of shell 
he brings up. There is not much 
danger from sharks if there are many 
divers working together, and so the 
unrobed Melays, who generally work 
in gangs enjoy greater immunity than 
the solitary india-rubbered and _hel- 
meted diver. bil-gged nr do not dive; 
they superintend mers in the yawl 
or on the schooner perhaps opening 
the shells. Great watchfulness has to 
be exercised over the Malays and 
Kanakas, for a pearl is very easily 
secreted in the loin-cloth, mouth or 
ears; and, moreover, the “boys” may 
take it into their heads to murder the 
white manager and share the pre- 
cious spoil. 

Many white men who trust them- 
selves alone in a boat with a Malay 
or Kanaka crew are never heard of 
more — they disappear mysteriously, 
or are reported as having fallen over- 
board. The skipper and the mate— 
if there is:one—of a pearling lugger 
or yawl has to be an expert revolver 
shot, and may well be said to carry 
pe life continually in his hands. He 
1as to sleep on a hair-trigger, so to 
speak—to be ever ready for mutiny or 
treachery in some shape or another 
from one or more of his crew. It 
does not do to indulge in a brown 
study—to loll over the taffrail dream- 
ting of home. A push or a blow from 
= Malay “kris” may end all further 
dreaming. 

Pearling is only possible at certain 
seasons. When the weather turns 
cold and the trade winds become 
blustering, the fleets return tothe sta- 
tions.» The shells are then sorted, 
rwashed, weighed, and packed in 
cases, They are chiefly sold by pub- 
lic auction. 

A peerl-oyster is not anoyster at 
all really, but a species of mussel, 
and in the majority of cases a pear! 
fis literally “‘the gorgeous tomb of a 
tape-worm.” The nucleus of a pearl 
was formerly supposed to be a grain 
of sand or some other extraneous mat- 
ter that had worked inside the shell, 
‘but it is now found to be, as a rule, 
one of these parasites. Annoyed by 
the tape-worm, the oyster or muzsei 
squirts its nacre or juice over it, and 


smothers it, thus forming the pearl. |’ 


Like the mussel, the pearl-oyster 
attaches itself to stones and rocks by

CANON ELLEGOOD HAS BEEN 61 
YEARS A MINISTER. 


Veteran Anglican Clergyman ts One 
of the Oldest Im Canada and Hae 
Witnessed the Installation of All 
Montreal's Bishops—Was Through | 
the Ship Fever Epidemic In 1849— 
Is a Keen Golfer and Cricketer, 


Rev. Canon Ellegood of Montreal, 
who recently celebrated his 5th 
birthday, is one of the oldest Angli- | 
ean ministers in point of age and 
ordination in Canada. He has spent 
61 years of active ministerial life in 
the diocese of Montreal, serving un- 
der all the bishops of. Montreal since 
ithe diocese was formed in 1850. and 
thas witnessed the enthronement of 
jall the lord bishops of Montreal. He

ean Synod of Montreal, held in 1859. 
nd is the oldest canon of Christ 
Church Cathedral... He was one of 
the first Anglican clergymen in his 
diocese to introduce a_ surpliced 
choir in his church for which he had 
to overcome a great deal of prejudice 
and unfavorable criticism. Canon 
Ellegood is the only survivor of the 
heroic clergymen who risked their 
lives to minister to the corporal and 
spiritual wants of the victims of the 
ship-fever epidemic in 1849, when 
Irish emigrants, to escape the famine 
at home, came to Canada in large 
numbers only to be stricken down 
by ship-fever. Thousands died at 
Point St. Charles, Montreal, and it 
was among these unfortunates that 
our subject labored. 

This venerable minister has lived in 
the reigns of four British sovereigns. 
George IV., William IV., Victoria and 
Edward VII. is the oldest redi- 
mental chaplain in Canada and is the 
oldest cricketer, curler, golfer and 
swim: in the Dominion and takes 
part in these sports with zest and en- 
thusiasm. . He hes been a vegetarian 
since he wes-30 vears of age when he 
‘was given up to die by his physicians. 
all of whose funerals he has since 
attended. 

Canon El!egood was bor in Fred- 
ericton, N.B., of Huguenot ‘and Fm- 

fre Loyalist parentage in March 1824. 
Fe was educated at King’s College 
in that city and in 1848 wes admitted 
to the diaconate of the Church of 
England, at Lennoxville, Quebec. In 
the following year he was raised to 
the priesthood. For a short time af- 
ter his ordination he acted as curate 
of Christ Church Cathedral, Montres!. 
Later he was appointed pastor of St. 
Ames, where he remained 16 years, 
building in the interval another 
church at Point St. Charles. Forty- 
five years ago he took charge of the 
erection of the Church of St. James 
the Apostle, Montreal, with which he 
has been actively connected ever since. 
He has traveled extensively and has 

ven many lectures on the countries

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FAMOUS OLD SOLDIER PASSES 
AWAY IN ENGLAND. 


General ‘Robert Napier Raikes Who 
Has Just Died at Age of 96— 
Traveled to India Long Before Era 
of Steamers and Railways—Rode 
Alone to Agra tn the days of the 
Mutiny After His Sepoys Deserted. 


Gen. Robert Napier Raikes, who 
enjoyed the title of “Father of the 
British Army,” has just died at East- 
bourne, England, at the age of 96. 
Despite his great age, he stood erect, 
the pattern of a fine old soldier, and 
took an interested part in the affairs 
of the town in which he spent his 
last years.’ Only a few weeks ago his 
voice was sufficiently strong to enable 
him to address 4 large out-of-door 
gathering of children at the East 
street Council Schools, Eastbourne. 
Gen. Raikes was..born two years be- 
fore Waterlob was fought, at. Dray- 


jton, of which parish his father was 


incumbent. He was one .of six 
brothers, all of whom entered the 
service of the old “John Company.” 
After a period of training at Addie- 
combe, he obtained a commission aa 
ensign in the Bengal army when 16

tion at Maharajpore. Eight years 
later he was in Burmah, having re- 
joined his old regiment, the 67th 
Bengal Native, Infantry, with which 
he participated in the capture of 
Rangoon. ‘ 

The outbreak of the Mutiny found 
him, now a brevet-major, in command 
of a detachment ef the Ist Gwalior 
Cavalry at Mynpoorie. Obliged to 
leave there, he managed to convey 
the treasure to safety, but when 
marching to Agra his men, a iow 


| miles distant from that town, refused 


to go further. His personal popular- 
ity with the Sepoys was shown by 
their conduct. Though mutinous, 
they lined the road and saluted as 
he rode to Agra alone. Not a man 
attempted to hinder. him. With the 
Mutiny Gen. Raikes’ war record 
closed. He remained in India to 
complete 40 years’ service, returning

With these tanks 
it is usual to remove. the deposit after 
every first or second filling in order to 
obtain a highly efficient condition.

OLD CANADIAN LIBRARY 


KING'S COLLEGE, WINDSOR, N.S., 
iS MOST ANCIENT. 


Quaint Little Institution In Maritime 
Provinces Contains Some Biblio- 
graphical Treasures to Gladden the 
Heart of the Bookworm — Nova 
Scotian Lawyer Left It as a Labor 
of Love—Oldest Book In Canada, 


To the lover of old books there can 
be no library in the whole length and 
breadth of the Dominion so well wor- 
thy of an examination and visit as 
that of Canada’s oldest and smallest. 
university, the library of King’s Col- 
lege, Windsor, N.S., in the land of 
Evangeline. Here. are some priceless 
bibliographical treasures, in many re- 
spects unequalled in the rest of Can- 
ada; while many are unknown in 
their original copies. to the rest of 
America. But‘ how, you will ask, did 
they come there? ¢ pick of these: 
fine collections of Aldines, Elzevirs, 
and Stephens — these sumptuous 
works from the old hand presses of 
Jenson, at Venice, Corberger at Nur- 
emberg, Froben at Basel, Plantin at. 
Antwerp, and many other printers 
whose names are writ in gold in the 
heavens of the bibliomaniac, — the 
pick of them were works collected 
together by an old Nova Scotian law- 
yer who spent his small savings in 
collecting them at a time when such 
works demanded only a few dollars 
where they demand now hundreds. A 
wise man was this Akins; and when 
he bequeathed to the little brown col- 
lege on the hill bowered in its elms, 
no less than 402 volumes of this typ”. 
he was giving it a fortune, dowering 
it with a collection of fifteen and six~ 
teenth century books which has, in 
all probability, no peer on this sid 
of «the Atlantic for, uniqueness. H# 
was fortunately able to eke out the 
mere pittances asked for them in the 
days before the antique passion had 
become a millionaire rage. Fortun- 
ately, too, he had the sense to love 
and value the old work of the early 


‘printers as things never to lose their 


perpetual charm, but with the pas- 
sage of time to become the source of 
much curiosity and legend, besides 
historical value. Their present in- 
trinsic value probably never occurred 
to him as he lovingly handled his 
rare: first editions; and as the days 
went pleasantly by, with what delight. 
must he have added treasure on 
treasure to his few but choicely s°- 
lect shelves. Later on, old Dr. Mec- 
Cawley, an early president of the 
college, gave it 59 additional vol- 
umes in’ 1872, containing no less 
than ten editions of classical authors. 
printed before 1500. Soon after he 
added to his gift 167 volumes 

The library is at present housed im 
a grey stone Gothic structure in the 
college grounds; erected on the side 
of a’sloping knoll and built of porous 
e@tone that had been satura with 
brine; it was found that the incline 
was too mitch for the buriding, and 
consequently -a_ tower had to be built. 
on the south side, to act as a kind 
of buttress to hold the whole build- 
ing from sinking.. It resembles on a 
small scale the collegiate buildings. 
one sees in Oxford. The books them- 
selves are preserved in the separate 
librariés of their donors, such as the 
Akins, the Hodgson, the McCawley 
likraries; the more valuable works 
being shelved in. glass cabinets. 

There are several ancient manu- 
scripts of very great beauty and ele- 
gance of execution preserved for in- 
spection in table cases. These in- 
clude among others a manuscript of 
71 leaves on the Four Evangelists. 
(circ. 1,300) on vellum bound in mo- 
rocco with gilt edges, with represen- 
tations of the evangelists in Golors 
and gold; a_ beautifully rubricate! 
Bibliae Concordantia, also of the 13th 
century; a 14th century missal from 
the Jesuits’ College at Louvain, in 
France; a MS. of. the Persian poet 
Hafiz, with several colored illustra— 
tions; and an old Acadian MS. There 
is also an original draft of the Fng- 
lish poet Cowper’s tale in verse, “The 
Needless Alarm,”’ in four small quar- 
to leaves. One poet, whose name will 
ever be associated with Canada: es 
the author of her most beautiful bort- 
ing song, the Irishman, Tom Moore, 
jhas left his mark here too in the C»l- 
lege Library, which he visited while 
‘in Canada, presentihg to it a copy of 
ithe Greek humorist. Lucian, contain- 
\ing his autograph, dated September 
27, 1804, with the inscription, “non 
imovet aestimatione, sed est mnemo- 
sunou.” 

But it is not here the riches of the 
college library lie; but over there 
where the Aldines are. These contain 
some Jovely specimens from the fam-. 
ous press of the Mantuan or Aldine 
family noted for the elegance and the 
jeorrectness of its productions. The 
firm opened about 1490, and in 1494 

ublished its first work, known to be 

rom its own type; and continued in 
operation until 1597. The pride of the 
college set is the rare editio princeps, 
of the works of the Greek philoso- 
‘pher, Aristotle, which took the firm 
‘four years to publish (1495-98). It 
‘comprises four folios bound up intwo 
volumes, and is on the whole in ex- 
cellent preservation. When we think 
what a great influence this work, with
